Hi  Danny, 


We  shouldn’t  do  anything  with  the  operational  viewer  since  its  mainly  for  internal  operations, 
but  I’ve  heard  that  Region  8 has  a draft  public  viewer  under  review.  I’m  not  sure  what  content 
review  process  is  going  on  for  that,  but  the  regional  PIOs  and  your  staff  should  be  involved. 
Once  the  viewer  is  available  we  could  talk  about  using  the  data  services  in  the  viewer  for  a story 
map  related  to  the  response. 


Josh  Krochmal  is  the  EOC  contractor  that  is  coordinating  on  data  management  and  map  viewer 
development  for  the  response.  He  mentioned  that  you  had  spoken  to  him  already.  I guess  step 
one  would  be  getting  the  status  of  the  public  map  viewer  for  the  site  and  maybe  have  a 
conference  call  with  OEM  and  regional  data  management  and  public  information  contacts  to 
decide  on  what  map  views  or  story  maps  make  sense. 
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If  we  did  want  to  do  something  beyond  the  viewer  that  is  being  reviewed,  I would  suggest  a 
simple  story  map  that  helps  explain  the  incident  and  the  monitoring  and  other  activities  that  are 
ongoing.  We  can  help  develop  that  on  the  GeoPlatform  side.
